“Our National Commencement Day. 


At this season of college commencements, 
the 4th of July—the national commencement 
day—stands pre-eminent. Ontha tday we 
all graduate, we all make speeches and ap- 
plaud each other. On ordinary commence- 
ment oceasions, the halls are crowded and 
warm, the seats and fans are too few to go 
around. For those who late and 
stand around the doors, there is no telesco- 


come 


phone and no apparatus which will render a 
few hundred people in front of them trans- 
parent. Only a fortunate tew hear what is 
said and done; the rest enjoy themselves be- 
cause it is ‘‘commencement.” They ask 
their neighbor, what that good thing was 
which causes such laughter and applause; 
no one knows, so they laugh and clap too. 
We get into the alumni dinner, or rather 
vice versa. How we linger over the chick- 
en, strawberries, ice creain, cigars, &E., &e. 
But on our National Commencement Day, 
the gothic ceiling over us, is the blue sky, 
and the cushioned sents, the grass: the au- 
dience room is the whole country, the audi- 
ence forty inillions of jcitizens, and all are 
all invited to make graduating speeches, and 
to stay to the dinner. ‘The breezes are 
spiced with gun powder, but that is more 
healthy than carbonic acid gas. The 
other nations gather around to hear us boast 
of our Alma Mater and to get some of the 
cream and peanuts. We made most forci- 
ble graduating speeches in 1812-15, from 
which England learned considerable as to 
our intentions forthe future. In 1860-65 
the exercises were in an uproar; the South- 
ern boys pelted the speakers continually 
and tried to blow us all up, but we got 
through at last, and rusticated a few of the 
malcontents. ‘lhe British lion was around 
snarling atthe proceedings, but he got his 
tail mipped in the door. Now look 
backward and forward we feel boastful like 
all other boys of our age, for, like the patri- 
archs, we are boys still, at the age of one 
hundred and two years. We have had the 
measles and other such childish diseases, 


as we 


but a few severe ones remain for us to strug- 
gle through. About 1865 we all swelled up 
with some kind of contagious poison; it 
was atime of generalinflation. It left us 
with our money gone to pay doctor’s bills 
and no strength for doing anything, and we 
do not dare to move around much yet. 
Commencement days are New Years days, 
—times for forming new resolutions. If 
there are any duties and privileges which 
call for our best thought and our highest en- 
thusiasm, amongst them are our duties and 
privileges as citizens of the United States. 
Could we put ourselves in the place of a poor 
Irish tenant in Ireland, to whom America is 
the land of promise the place where there 
is land andahome forall, and a chance for 
all to rise to the highest honors,—if we could 
with our knowledge, put ourselves in his 
place, we should have a stronger affection 
for our native land. We are forty million 
rulers and not subjects; we have govern- 
ments within governments, from the great 
central power at Washington, to the town 
meeting where every man has a voice in 
making the laws. ‘The grand conception of 
our fathers, that these numerous states and 
towns should be independent enough for the 
perfect liberty of every citizen, and yet so 
dependent on each other that a common 
danger threatening one or all should find 
all united and in arms against the usurper— 
that conception has stood the test of ex- 
perience; it has held the states together 
against the rudest wrenching and won 
the praise of our incredulous neighbors. 
Let us lay the ‘* Constitution of the 
ted States,” and the ‘‘ History of the Con- 
stitution” beside our Bible and Dictionary, 
and be ashamed to own ignorance of their

contents. Let us cultivate a strong intelli- 
gent affection for our country and the model 
principles against which she stands im- 
pregnable. We are a government of the 
people, and as such, our character and our 
fortunes make the character and fortunes of 
tho nation. If the laws are bad we elect the 
men who make the laws, and voting or not 
voting, attending town meeting or not, we 
are responsible before our country and 
before God for the making and executing of 
the laws. Other nations know that there 
are great possibilities before America, and 
the nawhe ‘‘ American” is feared and re- 
spected abroad. May we know what the 


name means and bear it worthily.

At the word ‘ go,” 
the three boats dashed off ina spirited style, 
but the Ice House got into the Dread- 
naught’s water ere her stern had passed the 
starting point; the Dreadnaught ran foul of 
the Hibernia. The boats were re-called, 
but only the Hibernia and Dreadnaught re- 
sponded by coming back into position. The 
Ice House continued on in spite of all calls, 
and having rounded the point, returned full 
speed ahead, and as there was no one pulling 
against them, it is needless to say that they 
came in a splendid ‘ first.”

On Friday 
morning she as usual went to her work | 
leaving him at home. At noon on arriving 
home she found the doors fastened, and) 
pinned to the door was a paper containing 
the following in her husband's hand writing: 

* Don't come into the house little one alone.”

She then passed around to the kitchen 
window, where she saw a pool of blood 
on the floor, at which she uttered a 
scream, which was heard by the neighbors, 
who instantly rushed out to learn the cause. 
Mr. H. Oliver at work at the shoe factory 
also heard the alarm and procured means to 
open the door, when a sad and sickening 
sight met his view. Sitting in a chair, his 
legs extended, his head thrown back, his 
hands dropped at his side, by his right side a 
large pool of blood flowing across the room. 
At his side was also a small single-barrel 
pistol, the weapon with which he committed 
the dreadful act. A medical examiner was 
at onee procured and the body examined, a 
wound was found in the right temple, which 
was probed to the depth of five inches, but 
not reaching the ball. His death was doubt- 
less instantaneous. ‘The medical examiner 
gave the verdict of ‘‘ death by suicide.” 

Lying upon a table near him were two 


envelopes, upon which was written the 
following: ‘If there is a God it is all 
right.” ‘If there is a future it is all right.” 
—Stoncham Independent. 

Mr. Wyman was a native of Woburn, and 
is remembered by old residents as one of 
the ‘*twin Wymans.” He was at one time 
a member of the Baptist Church and 
actively engaged in Christian work. Sub- 


sequently his views underwent a change and 
he became an atheist. He was as active in 
the advancement of his new views as he 
formerly was of the old, and embraced every 
opportunity for religious controversy. He 
was the author of a pamphlet which was 
published a few years since, entitled ‘*A 
Challenge to the Christian Church.”

Everuant Watt Brown.—A one-armed 
flagman at the Lowell passenger station in 
Nashua, New Hampshire, is the last person 
one would pick out as the best-posted man 
in all the important events connected with 
the circus.

‘Three large trunks, made by the 
owner, all bearing evidence of fine work- 
manship, coptain pictures of 
lithographs, programmes and complimentary 
tickets, some over thirty years old. The old 
gentleman did not need much questioning 
after he got started, and we briefly give 
some of his experience: 

“How did I p@t such a taste for such 
things? Well, I guess as how it was born 
inime. I always liked animals, even when 
a baby and I have not yet forgot the first 
show [ ever saw inWoburn, Mass., my native 
place, in June, 1827. They hnd two ele- 
phants, Romeo and Juliet. Somehow the 
stake they were tied to was left. The next 
day was Sunday, and [ worked at that stake 
till I got it out. I was only seven years old, 
and it was a hard job, 
some one mightclaim it. I have got 
stake yet. Since that time [ have 
every circus and menagerie [ could get to. 
I went eighty-four nights in Boston to see 
Joe Pentland’s at the Howard Athenawum. 
The year before I went sixty-seven nights 
to the same show, and that was as many 
nights as they played. The elephant is my 
favorite, of all animals. Here is a lantern 
I use fair nights, I paid $14 for it. Here 
you see an engraving of Hannibal and Romeo, 
flanked by lions, giraffes and tigers. This 
one contains the name of eight elephants, 
and I use it at night. It was just six years 
ago to-day that old Romeo died in Chicago, 
at five minutes past eleven. Ikeep all the 
dates of their landing «nd death in my mind, 
and when I want to find out I write the 
Clipper—I always take it—and get an 
answer from the editer. I used have quite | 
a menagerie of coons, wild cats, owls and | 
all that. Then I gota black bear when it 
was six months old and brought it up. It 
grew nicely, and got to weigh 500 pounds. 
It used to be playful and throw me. Some 
of my friends thought it would kill me, and 
so they killed him. I thought so much of 
him that if my brother had died [ could not 
have felt worse. The boys all know me, 
and are very kind, but they can never get 
me into a show unless they let me pay. I 
keep their tickets and look them over 
Sundays, and think how good they are.

aster to some of the institutions, and devel- 
oped strength as well as the weaknesses of 
others, appears to be gradually passing 
away. The Savings Bank Commissioners 
have been for some time engaged in the an- 
nual examination of the condition of the 
banks, and they find thata much better feel- 
ing prevails within the past few months; 
that public confidence is being restorea and 
strengthened, and that the banks generally, 
are in a sound and healthy condition, The 
restoration of confidence has been such that 


some of the banks that have been placed un- | 


der the restrictive law will doubtless soon 
make voluntary application for the removal 
of the restrictions, and it is probable that 
some of the banks upon the Cape, that were 
the first to yield to the pressure, will soon 
resume business. Some few of the banks 
that have not been placed under restriction 


or injunction, have found it judicious to pass | 


a dividend in order to insure solvency above 
all probable loss by the depreciation of se- 
curities, and it is an evidence of the return- 
ing reason of depositors that this has been 
accomplished without creating any run up- 
on the bank, 

The case of the Boston Five Cents Say- 
ings Bank illustrates, perhaps, better than 
any other one bank the development and 
subsidence of the feeling uf insecurity which 
possessed the minds of depositors. The 
bank was sound beyond all question, and 
had a large amount of uninvested surplus, 
but the suspension of the Mercantile and the 
temporary embarrassment of other Boston 
savings banks created an alarm that filled 
School street with depositors anxious to 
withdraw their money. The bank met the 
run and paid outa large amount of their un- 
invested cash just before their dividend was 
due, and thereby made a handsome saving 
at the expense of those who called for their 
money, When the dividend became paya- 
ble, it was deemed wise to take advantage 
of the notice which the by-laws allowed. 
Notices accumulated of intention to with- 
draw amounts whieh aggregated a large sum,

Of course, you have the right to the best 
seat that is vacant, and, if there is plenty of 
room, you can put your bundles beside or 
opposite you; but remember that you have 
only paid for one seat, and be ready at once

If you have several packages, and wish to 
put any of them in the rack over your head, 
you will be less likely to forget them, if you 
put all together, than you will if you keep a 
part in your hand, 

If you must read in the cars, never in any 
circumstances take a book that has not fair, 
clear type; and stop reading at the earliest 
approach of twilight. If, as you read, you 
hold your ticket, or some other plain piece 
of paper, under the line you are reading, 
sliding it down as you proceed, you wall find 
that you can read almostas rapidly, and with 
much less injury to your eyes. A newspaper 
is the worst reading you can have, as the 
print is usually indistinct, and it is impossi- 
ble to hold it still. 

You may not care to read in the cars when 
in motion, butitis convenient to have a book 
with you, incase the train should be de- 
layed. 

If your friends accompany you to the 
station, be carefnl that your last words are 
not too personal or too loud. Young people 
are apt to overlook this, and thus sometimes 
inake themselves ridiculous before the other 
passengers by joking and langhing in a way 
which might be perfectly proper at home, 
but which before a company of strangers is 
not in good taste. 

If you meet acquaintances, do not call out 
their names so dlistinctly as to introduce 
them to the other passengers, as it is never 
never pleasant for people to have the atten- 
tion of strangers called to them in that way. 
If you are alone, do not be too ready to 
make acquaintances, Reply politely to any 
civil remark or offer of assistance, but do 
not allow yourself to be drawn into conver- 
sation, unless it is with some one of whose 
trustworthiness you are reasonably sure, 
and even then do not forget you are talking 
to a perfect stranger. 

If you cannot have everything just as you 
prefer, remember that you are in a public 
conveyance, and that the other passengers 
have as much right to their way as you have 
to yours. If you find that your open win- 
dow annoys your neighbor, do not refuse to 
shut it; and if the case is reserved, do not 
complain, unless you are really afraid ot 
taking cold, and cannot conveniently change 
your seat. Above all things, do not get into 
a dispute about it, like the two women, one 
of whom declared that she should die if the 
window was open, and the other responded 
that she should stifle if it was shut, until 
one of the passengers requested the con 
ductor to open it a while and kill one, and 
then shut it and kill the other, that the rest 
might have peace. 

There are few situations where the disposi- 
tion is more thoroughly shown than it is in 
traveling. A long journey is considered by 
some people to be a perfect test of the tem- 
per.

ON THE TANDEM WHEELS.

Bicycle tour up into New Hampshire, either 
the coming fall or next summer, I last week 
Thursday, accompanied by a friend, started 
on a day’s trip, to learn the practicability of 
the average country road for this sort of 
travel. It was originally our intention to 
start soon after five o'clock in the morning, 
but failing to complete our arfangements in 
season, we did not get away until nearly 
half-past eight; and it being understood that 
we should journey at a comfortable speed as 
far as we might get by noon, the loss of two 
cool hours or more, occasioned us some dis- 
appointment, for we hoped to take dinner in 
Lowell, and thence returning, cover fifty- 
two miles in one day without material fa- 
and, indeed, notwithstanding the 
roads were only tolerable a few miles either 
side of Winchester, and bad a few miles be- 
yond Woburn, we cold easily have done it 
in ten hours, and, by the exercise of a little 
more muscle over the good roads, even in 
eight hours. However, our aim was not to 
make quick time, but to learn the roads best 
adapted to bicycular travel.

In 1828, I was second mate of the brig 


Isabel. We had been freighting for six or} 


éight months among the West India Islands,
